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US ‘closely watching’ for signs of N.Korea nuclear test 



WASHINGTON. 
(AFP) - Tlie United 
States said yesterday 
it was watching ''veiy 
closely” toUowing 

SoLith Korean w^arnmgs 
that North Korea may 
be preparing a 


nuclear test ahead ot a 
visit to Seoul by Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. 


‘Nort 
histoiy" ot taking prt^- 
vocative action and. 
we are always mindful 
ot the possibility that 
such all action couId be 
taken.” White House 
spokesman Jay Carney 
told repo Iters aboard 
Air Force One as Oba¬ 
ma departed for his 


week-long trip to Asia. 

Carney said any ac¬ 
tion by North Korea 
would ‘‘most likely be 
in violation of numer¬ 
ous commitments that 
the DPRK (Noith Ko¬ 
rea) is bound by, but 
of course that is some¬ 
thing that they un¬ 
fortunately have done 


many times." 

He d eclined to 
comment on the va¬ 
lidity of a South Ko¬ 
rean ^detense ministiy" 
briefing which cited 
increased activity at 
North K otea’s main 
nuclear test site. 

'‘We’ll be watching 
It veiy closely” Car¬ 
ney said. 

The South Korean 
claims were backed 
up to some degree by 
the US-K orea Insti¬ 
tute at Johns Hopkins 
School of Advanced 
International Studies, 
which said that re¬ 
cent commercial sat¬ 
ellite images showed 
'‘new operations" at 
the North’s Pung- 
gye-ri test site. 

I magery from 
March to as recently 
as Saturday show the 
movement of crates, 
boxes and possibly 
wood near the en¬ 
trances, according to 
analysis post^ed on the 
institLite s website, 33 
North. 
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''It IS possible these 
mateiials are being 
moved inside those 
tunnels,” the institute 
said. 

But it qualified the 
discoveries by say¬ 
ing the activity ‘Tails 
short" of what was 
obsei'ved there in the 
weeks prior to past 
detonations. 

It ‘'could repre¬ 
sent an ea.r]y stage of 
preparations tor a test 
or may be intended 
for a less provocative 
purpose, such as con¬ 
ducting maintenance 
after a Tong winter."

[t will be the fourth such 
meeting, this time in pri¬ 
vate, since Apri 1 7. '‘They 
have not been what one 
might wish for (but) some 
progress has been made.” 
Aveledo said. 

Anti-government pro¬ 
tests have rattled Venezue¬ 
la since Febmaiy, leaving 
at least 41 people dead and 
more than 600 injured, 
with opposing sides trading 
blame for the violence.

NDS^ NOW THAT THT SERIES IS 
DRAWING TO A CLOSE , COULD YOU

FROM DAY ONE, WHAT IS YOUR FEELING 
NOW AND HOW HAS THIS SERIES 
IMPACTED YOUR LIFE ? 

JH: It obviously has been a significant portion of 
my life in many ways, not only the time qLEOtient 
It's been almost a decade of my life from the stan 
of the pilot, to what would be the end of the air¬ 
ing of the show, The other day we were looking at 
pictures from season one and we started to get very 
nostalgic. We have all grown in our lives, but it's 
been a significant change in all our careers as well. 
We have had the incredibly good fortune to w^ork 
on this show^ %vhich we are so proud of and which 
has been so well received. There are so many good 
shows on television and people work hard on them, 
but our show was able to find traction and last this 
long. So It IS amazing to see the light at the end of 
the tunnel so to speak, and daunting, and heart¬ 
breaking and bittersweet and all those adjectives 
that you can put on the end of that. But all good 
things come to an end This is no exception, and [ 
would never want to read a book that didn't have an 
ending, so I am glad that we are coming to an end 
of ours. 

NDS: CAN YOU VERY BRIEFLY SUM UE 
DON DRAPER'S JOURNEY FROM THE 
BEGINNING TO NOW ? 

JH; I think that Don has always been a survivor, 
and we have seen that from the very beginning 
even in the flashbacks, to being a little boy. He has 
been a very keen observer of not only the human 
condition, but the environment, and has always 
been wildly aw^are of how to use that best to his 
advantage. And that basically come from necessity. 
At a very early age he had to take care of himself 
You see the incident in Korea, making that deci¬ 
sion to commit to that which could have gone 
wildly WTong and ended him up in prison or even 
worse. But instead it started his relationship wdth 
Anna Draper, which was one of the most important 
relationships in his life. She did not care that he w^as 
a liar and a fraud, she just found him to be a good 


man, and Don continues to live his life in a survival 
mode adaption mode. Now^ he is realizing that 
there is another part of it, and that is to live life in a 
sharing mode, an acceptance mode. His has been a 
life out of balance. 

NDS; BUT YOU, JON HAMM, ARE IN A 
VERY HAPPY RELATIONSHIP. SO WHAT 
HAVE YOU LEARNED FROM DON ABOUT 
WHAT NOT TO BE? 

jH Basically even'thing. What is the 
quote-"nothingsucceeds like excess"? That's prob¬ 
ably not true. Don is living a life very much out of 
balance My hope for Don in these final episodes 
is that he finds some balance in his life. He is very 
much a seeker of truth and honesty. 

NDS; WHAT HAVE YOU SEEN IN HIS 
DARK SIDE THAT HAS MADE YOU 
APPRECIATE THE RELATIONSHIP YOU 
HAVE ? 

|H: lean fralk at lenght about my relationship, we 
have been going on 16 years now Jen is 

currently in New York doing a play and I'm here m 
Los Angeles filming but I travel back and forth. She

the last SIX or seven years But that's been the basis of 
stability in my life which has been pretty great. 

NDS; YOU FILMED PART OF ‘THE 
MILLION DOLLAR ARM' IN INDIA, WHAT 
WAS YOU FIRST IMPRESSION OF THAT 
COUNTRY? 

|H My first impression w^hen 1 landed in India 
was even before 1 went through customs. These 
three young boys were walking tow^ards me, and 
1 had just gotten off of a sixteen hour bight. So 
1 am sure that I looked like yesterday's dirt, but 
these three boys were walking and they must have 
been eighteen nineteen years old, and one of them 
stopped and the other two kept walking, and 1 was 
walking, and he pointed and he said Don Draper, 
and 1 was li ke "whoa, yeah, hi!" And he was the 
only one who spoke English, so there was a lot of 
Hindi going back and forth as he explained to them. 
They were all very sweet and nice and friendly and 
adorable. All this was literally five minutes upon 
arrival in Mumbai, so I got through customs and 
then had the harrowing drive from the airport to 
the hotel which was an experience in and of itself 
But that was a nice encapsulation- that experience, 
meeting chose kids, was a nice encapsulation of basi¬ 
cally my entire experience in India. From the south, 
we went to Agra, we went to Lucknow, and we fiew 
out of Del hi. But every single person that I met w^as 
incredibly friendly, gracious and welcoming

German rapper-turned- 
jihadist reported dead in 
Syria 


BEIRUT AFP) - A German former rappei' who joined jihad- 
jsts fighting in Svria w'^as reported dead on Tuesday by jihad- 
ist sources, but liours later some retracted the claim, saying 
he w’^as still alive. Denis Mamadou Cuspert, who rapped un¬ 
der the name Deso Dogg but took on the name Abu Talha 
al-Almaiii in Syria, was initially repotted to have been killed 
in a suicide attack Sunday in an eastern province. He was a 
member of the I slamic State of Iraq and the Levant (ISIL) and 
was reportedly killed m a double suicide bombing carried out 
by Al-Nusra Front, a rival jihadist group that is Al-Qaeda's 
Syria affiliate. Messages posted on jikadist Internet forums an- 
jvounced his death. Tlie Syrian Observatoiy for Human Rights, 
a Bntish-based monitoring group, also reported the suicide at¬ 
tack carried out on Sunday. Since early January. ISLL- has been 
in open combat with Al-Nusra and other Islamist and moderate 
rebel gi’oups, who accuse it of abuses against rival opposition 
filters as well as civilians. Ttie role of Al-Almani - Arabic for 
"Tlie Gemian" — m Syria attracted widespread attention and he 
appeai'ed in multiple videos and photos promoting the jihadist 
h^t m Syria. In September 2013. he was reported to have been 
wounded in a regime air strike on a home Miei'e he was staying 
Both ISIL. and Al-Nusra have reportedly targeted each other with 
suicide attacks.

Obama will then travel to Malaysia, where 
he will become the first US president to visit 
since Lyndon [ohnson traveFed there in 1966 
as paiT of an "Asian tour designed to check 
the spread of communis ni.

Chinese herb beats drug at rheumatoid arthritis: study
